PROF. AOMIS GIVES 
ATTITUDE ON STATE 
TEXTBOOKQUESTION 

MaiMn Conaty VMiker •( State Test* 
Book CoMMlirtaa la latanrlew oa 
Aiapttag Books For Ira* 
taciv Sehpols. 

Mr. John Hurst Adams, Superltiten- 
dent ot the Consolidated Schools at 
Minerva, Mason county, haa given out 

the following interview In regard to 
his attitude in the matter of adopting 
text-books for the schools of Ken- 
tucky. Mr. Adams was recently ap- 
pointed a member of the Kentucky 
State Text-Book Commission, as the 
member from the Sixth Appellate Dis- 
trict. The Commission meets on Feb- 
ruary 11 to make adoptions of school 
books for the next five years. 

"I am fully conscious of the grave 
responsibility that attaches to mem- 
bership on the Commission that is 
charged with the adoption of the 
books for all of the public schools of 
Kentucky. 1 am anxious, therefore, 
to truly serve the sctioois of Ken- 
tucky in discharging my duties. MV 
appointmsnt came to me unsolicited 
and unexpected, and so, I feel under 
obligation to no one, except to the 
school children, the fearhcra and the 
parents of the State, whose InleiestK 
I am under oath to serve. 

"It has been charged in times past, 
and I must confess, with some degree 
of reason for the accusation, that for- 
mer Te:|it-Book Commissions have 
shown partiality to friends In the pub- 
lishing business in making the selec- 
tion of books tor the public schools 
To me it seems one position in which 
friendship cannot have a pari In 
casting my vote as a member of the 
Commission, I shall have in mind only 
the interests of the studonta who must 
study the books, the teachers who 
must teach them and the parents whr 
must pay tor them. 

"In view ot the heavy burdens tha< 
have been laid upon our penple during 
the last year in annporl of the war 
and war artlvltlea. I am of the opin- 
ion that only so few changes In school 
books as are absolutely neeessary 
should ho made, A trew books 
have proved so very nnsatlsfae- 
tory as to warrant their being sup- 
planted by better ones; some of the 
books now in use cannot be furnished 
by the publishers at the old prices; in 
the cue ot the Geographies and His 
tories, which must he entirely re-writ- 
ten as a result of the political changer 
in Europe, changes will be necessary 
Each book, however, should be care- 
fully scrutinized by the Commission 
before a change is decided upon. 

'Vrieibr stated, my working plat 
form as a member ot the Text-Book 
Oommtsslon, shall he this: The best 
book for till' scliiHila (if Konluoky, nl 
the least possible cost, and with as 
few ohangaa aa are abaolntely neoee- 
sary. 

"I am only one ot twelve memberx 
on the Commission, and, ao, I cannot 
speak for the other members. I am 

impressed, however, with the high 
character and ability of the other gen 
tlemen composing the Commission, 
and feel that I can say with assurance 
that they will be equally aa sealons as 

I In discharging their trust 
'The Commission meets February 

II for the purpose of receiving bids, 
and making adoptions. Any com- 
munication by a teacher or other per- 
son intereeted In good text-books, at 
the least poeaible eoat, ftir the aehools 
ot Kentucky, will confer a favor on 

I personally, and will enable me the 
batter to represent him In the selec- 
tion of the school books for our State 
for the next five years, if he will write 
me hia wishes beftore Fsbraai^ 11

New Toll Rates 

Effective 
January 21st, 1919 

Order .No. 2495 ot the Telephone 
and TelcRrpha Administration Issued 
by the I'ost .Muster General at Wash- 
ington December 13lh, a new toll rate 
is ordered effect h e January 21, 1919. 

According to our Interpretation ot 
I his order the toll rate wUl be plusi* 
lied as follows: 

The dajr rate appUea between the 
hour of 4:S0 a. m. and 8:80 p. m. 
Evening rate between 8:80 p. m. and 
12 inldnlght for statlon-to-statloB 
messages only, and shall be approxi- 
mately 60 per cent, less than the day 
rate, but no night rates less than 25 
cents. 

The night rale bewteen 12 midnight 
and 4:30 a. m. shall bo approximately 
75 per cent, less than the day rate, 
but no ninlit rale less llina 25 cents. 

Person-to-person messages shall be 
approximately 8t per cent hitfier 
than statioa*to-statlon calla. 

Calla which hequire service of a 
messenger shall take the appointment 
rate, plus cost of messenger fee. 

A report charge of approxlautely 
25 per cent, of the station-to-station 
rate will be made on all person-to- 
person calls, when person desired Is 
not In or will not talk or If calling 
party is out when connection is com- 
pleted within ooe hoar after flUac 
lime.

Paris, January .^2— Russia's Inter- 
national status was to be determined 
by the associated powers today. 

For tha third luoosislve day, the 
Rusilaa situaUon oonstltntod princi- 
pal business of the Supreme War 
Council. 

Delegates were confident a deflnlto 
agreement would be reached on sonu^ 
form of representation for the Soviet 
government at the Peace Oongross. 

The proposal for appointment of a 

special commission to obtain first- 
hand Information on conditions in 
Russia was understood to have re- 
ceived Indorsement of several mem- 
bers of the War Council, which now 
Is recognised as the "Steering Com- 
mittee" of the congress. 

The chief argument against this 
plan was delay It Involved — and 
prompt action, no matter what course 
It decided upon ultimately, was recog- 
nised as Imperative. 

Whatever plan Is indorsed, it seem- 
ed certain today no radical undertak- 
ing will result— that there will neith- 
er be a combined allied etTort to crush 
Russia militarily, nor full recognition 
of the Soviet government. Some com- 
promise measure was looked for. 

Other matters epeoted to be taken 
up by the "Steering Committee" to- 
day were the questions of procedure 
for the conference and consideration 
of International labor problems. 

It Is believed the conference will ap- 
point a special committee to meet la- 
bor leaders of the Associated and neu- 
tral nations rcsnrdinK proposed eco- 
nomic, industrial and social reforms. 

All vital matters were likcl.v to 
reach a stage permitting their dis- 
cussion by the full conference before 
the end of the week.
